Mr. Beveridge never re@ntered public life, 
but devoted himself to mining, insurance, and 
banking. He was a member of the banking 
firm of Beveridge & Dewey, afterwards Bev- 
erldge, Rickords & Co., from which he retired 
fifteen years ago. He built a house at HoNy- 
wood, Cal., and there he and his wife spent 
the rethainder of their days. f

ROOK ISLAND GIVES _ IN.

Freight handlers last night decided to pre- 
sent this morning a nnal demané for a raise 
of 10 per cent in the wages of all classes of 
freighthouse empboyés.

Kenna Dissents and Ultimate Approva

A far less emphatic showing against the 
proposed city bond issue than had been fore- 
cast was made at the meéting of the Demo- 
cratic aldermen with the county central com- 
mittee of the party at 91 Clark street last 
evening.

Is Second Adverse Decision. 
This is the second adverse decision that bas 
come to the Rittman faction in the order 
during the last week. Only a few days ago 
Judge Walker, in the Circuit court, enjoined 
the board of directors from expelling Miss 
Jennie M, O’Brien from membership and 
from removing her from hér position as 
assistant to her sister, Mrs. Julia H. Mc- 
Donnell, the sécretary. ‘she trustees ..ad 
yoted to expe] Miss ©’ Brien upon the ground 
that she assaulted Mrs. Rittman during a 
board meeting last June. 

In reversing and remanding the case, the 
Appellate court says: 

“It is clear, we think, that the statute of 
this state under which the election in this 
case was authorized and held, and the by- 
laws, contemplate a representative form of 
government for such societies, and elections 
thereunder wherein the freedom of choice 
of the delegate voting shall be secured, 
‘shall not, in any way, be restricted.’ The 
rights thus secured to members of the society 
by the statute and by the constitution and 
by-laws of the order under the statute are as 
high, at least, and as importantas the rights 
of contract, and should be as strictly guard- 
ed and protected as are the rights of con- 
tract. Courts should see, in the exercise of 
a sound lega! discretion, that such rights are 
fully protected and that fraudulent combina- 
tions and unlawful influences calculated to 
subvert such rights are not rewarded by ul- 
timate success. 

* We are of the opinion that the allegations 
of the petition are sufficient to require the 
court to grant leave to the petitioner to file 
an information in the nature of a quo war- 
ranto against the defendant in error, and 
that the Superior court erred in refusing the 
leave and dismissing the petiSon.”’

THE LAND OF BAD COOKING. 

A prince errant from the land of cour } 
tesy and chrysanthemums has bestowed 
his gracious approval upon American 
cooking. 

But there are several reasons why we 
cannot accept this compliment at its full 
value. Wuiving the obvious point of 
Japanese politeness, and giving his serene 
highness, Tsai Tao, credit for the most 
austere veracity in compliments, we are 
compelled to consider that princes errant 
do not get very representative examples 
of the American art culinary. The near- 
est they get to it is in a Pullman diner, 
We hastily concede that this is very near, 
But doubtless the traveler makes allow- 
ances, too generous allowances in fact, 
for the difficulties of cooking at fifty miles 
an hour. For the rest he puts up at high 
priced hotels and is entertained by multi- 
millionaires in their private palaces. He 
may fealize that hote] cuisine is not in- 
digenous, but he assumes, of course, that 
in his private entertainment he has been 
given American dishes, That.is, he as- 
sumes this if he has never been in France. 

We have been much impressed with the 
passion for knowledge shown by our ori- 
ental visitants, but we doubt if it would 
survive an investigation of the’ real state 
of Americati cooking. Put the next dis- 
tinguished observer in the hands of any 
dyspepsia proof traveling salesman, and 
we will offer long odds ‘against his polite- 
ness. Yet he would be taking in, if not 
digesting, some quite authentic data on 
American cooking so called. 

As a matter of fact, there’is no such 
| thing as .American cooking nowadays. 
Doybtless: there remininus the ¥estices of 
the teal art that flourished among the 
gentiefolk of the south and that which in 
efficient New England sent forth its 
Drawhy sons well fortified against te 
blast.: But these arts survive only spo- 
radically. The hotelkeeper neglects them. 
The .careless ‘traveler has forgot them. 
The cook of our day relies not upon ex- 
cellence in her art but upon a dictatorial 
power based on the law of supply which 
runs triumphantly in her favor. 

Meanwhile, the newcomers, although 
they have left lands where cooking is stil] 
an art—lItaly, France, Scandinavia, Ger- 
many—find different conditions, culinary 
and economically, and slowly but surely 
they adopt the wasteful and haphazard 
methods of the pioneer. 

It is a great pity. It is worse than a 
pity. We are not sure it is not a national 
menace. Certainly the waste involved ‘n 
current methods is an unnecessary and 
telling drain on the national economy. 
Doubtless bad cooking is a factor in the 


divorce evil, in crime and delinquency, iv : 
the problem of poverty. Its effect on in 
dividual efficiency fs admitted, and na- 
tional efficiency is but the sum of indi- 
vidual. 

There is to be created a federal depart- 
ment of health. ‘Here is a matter ready 
to its hand. And a society for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to the American stom- 
ach might do much needed service by 
energetic propaganda.

lady Elizabeth Percy, Baroness Percy in 
her ewn right, owner of Alnwick castle; of 
Syon house, and of the greet Percy estates, 
married, first of all, at the age of 14, Henry 
Cavendish, earl oi Ogtie, heir to the Duke of 
Newcoastle. He died without isste in 1680. 
Then she married Tom Thynne of Longleat— 
Tom of Ten Thousand—who was murdered 
in Pall Mall by a rival and unsuccessful 
suitor for her hand, Count Konigsmarck, as 
Cescribed in these letters the other day. Her 
third marriage was to Charles Seymour 
sixth Duke of Somerset, by whom she had 
thirteen children. The eldest of these wae 
Algernon Seymour, seventh Duke of Somer- 
set and first Har! of Northumberland, who, 
curing the lifetime of his father, but on the 
death of his mother, waa called to the upper 
house as the inheritor of her barony of Percy. 
He had an only daughter, Blizabeth, and on 
iuis death his daughter became Lady Percy in 
her own right, inheriting all the Percy es- 
tates, while the dukedom of Somerset went 
to a distant cousin. 

She married Hugh Smithson, who, on the 
strength of his wife's estates and of the 
tremendous political influence which their 
possession involved, was permitted to as- 
sume the surname and arms of Percy and 
was created Earl oi Percy and eventually 
Luke of Northumberland. It is from this 
Smithéonm Duke of Northumberland that the 
present duke is descended in the male line 
direct.

Now if the Percy earldom of Northumber- 
land became extinct in 1670 with the death of 
the eleyenth earl it wae in the belief that 
there were no other heirs to the earldom in 
the male line in existence. This, however, is 
& mistaken impression. For there were at 
that time in existence, and ere still today, 
Percys who have rights to the earldom of 
Northumberland. Some of them are in Bel- 
gium, descended from.that seventh Ear! of 
Northumberland who incurred the anger of 
Queen Elizabeth and sought refuge at Brus- 
sels. Their descendants are still in possession 
of a great quantity of magnificent silver plate 
of the sixteenth century which has engreved 
upon ft the arma of the earis of Northumber- 
land.

The lat- 
ter,. a magnificent personage, immensely 
proud of combining in his own person the 
biood of the Seymours, through hie father, 
and that of the Percys, th hig mother, 
strenuously objected to his ghter's in- 
fatuation for young Hugh Smithson, who, ac- 
cording to some, was a banker, and accord- 
ing to others, an apothecary’s apprentice. 

James Smithson, the founder of the great 
Smithsonian institution at Washington, is 
understood to have been the issue of this 
couple, and this serves to explain the words 
of his bequest to the American nation, in 
which the wahonge time phrases appear: 

“The best blood of England flows In my 
veins. On my father’s side I am a North- 
unm berlands 
lated to kings. But that availy not. My 
neme shall live in the memory of man when 
the titles of the Northumberlands and Percys 
are extinct and forgotten.’’ 

The name of Percy ig derived from the 
village of that rame near Villedieu, in Nor- 
mandy, and was borne by the Norman knight 
who commanded the fleet of William the 
Conqueror and who was with him at the 
battle of Hastings. His great-granddaugh- 
ter and heiress married the Count of Brabant, 
brother of King Henry I.'s consort, and a 
descendam of Charlemagne.

Restrictions Behind Line of Scrimmage 
. Takes Away Effectiveness.

The two changes aaewned by’ the intercob- 
legiate football rules committee at ite meet- 
ing in Philadelphia last Saturday continue to 
cause comment among football men. 

It ie tHe consensus of opinion thet the rule. 
allowing forward passes. to be made behind 
the line of scrimmage only means the death 
of the play which has been the spect&cular 
feature of football since the rules were 
changed in the winter of 1906- '06. Men who 
have played the old and new game cannot concetve 
of the play being of any value when restricted to 
the zone behind the scrimmage line. . 

It is likely a number of coaches will discard it 
—— and not’ take up the time of their protégés 

n ‘perfeéting plays in which the forward pase is 
“ conspicuous factor.~ Men who have followed 
football for the last fifteen years are of the 0 
that forward passing instead of being used 
the open will now be employed between the Gohies 
on eplit interference and fake bucks. 

The general opinion among football men fn re- 
gard to the reduction of the distance to be gained 
tn three downs from ten’ to eight yards was that 
the committee should rescind the rule which it 
adopted in March of not pushing or pulling the man 
with the ball. The reason of the adoption of this 
rule wae that toe much work was p upon 
one man—a tackle, for instance—who was com- 
pejled to stand the brunt of a concentrated attack 
of. @iree or four players. 

When this rule was adopted the committee was a 
unit In the opinion that the secondary defense 
was unable to reinforce the forwards because it had 
to lay back at least ten yards to be for for- 
ward passes or onside kicks.
